e) Edition of P. pu Havps’s China, if 

ye fo properly it can becalled. But be 
caufe all I have to fay on thefe two 
heads, is a great deal too much for one 

Letter, I fhall at prefent only confider what concerns the 
firft of them. 

Mr. Watts, or his Tranflators, having ftinted them- 
felves in the compafs they had at firft prefcribed for their 
work, found themfelves under a neceflity of doing by their 
Tranflation, as the Giant did by his travelling gue'ts, who, 
whén the beds would not fit them, made them fit the beds, 

y cutting them even with it. ‘They began, as I fhewed 
in my former, at the very. firft, by omitting parts of fen. 
tences and paragraphs, but finding that-would not be fuf 
ficient, they proceeded toleave out fingle Treatifes here 
and there, and at laft whole parcels of them together. 

In the firt Volume, befides the Author’s Preface, they 
have omitted the Travels of Pere Fonraney (not Fon- 
TENAY, as they call him) from Pe-king to Kyang-chew; 
and thofe of P. Bouver (not Boures) from Pe-king to 
Cantén. Atfo the Differtation before the Chinefe Annals, 
very neceflary for underftanding the Chronology, as well 
as the authority whereon they are grounded. 

Above one half of the articles in the fecond Volume 
are left out ; among the reft, all thofe relating to the Chi- 
nefe Literature and canonicat books of the firft and fecond 
Order, excepting 3 of the latter; with the whole col- 
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fingle article. Moft of the reft fare no better. Scarce one 
out has loft fomething effential. In fliort, there is nothing 
complete or unmaimed in the whole, 

It is in this manner, Gentlemen, that Mr. Warrs’s 
Tranflators have treated the Defcription of China. A {ure 
way, no doubt, of reducing 4 Volumesin folio into as many 
in oétavo, or in other words, of fpoiling a book to make 
it cheap. 

But what feems more furprifing is, that notwithftanding 
fuch terrible caflrations, Mr. WatTs, or his Operators 
(for it does not yet diitinctly appear where the blame lies) 
fhould endeavour to pafs it on the publick for a complete 
Tranflation. In their feveral Advertifements they ex- 
prelsly fay it is done, that is, tranflited front the celebrated 
Work of P. pu Harve. And in the Dedication prefixed 
to the 4th Volume, the rev. Mr. Brookes tells the Fatt 
India Company, that the tranflating of P. pu Haupe’s 
China, fell (but how, is another myftery) to Fis lat. 
Nor is there the leaft mention of abridging or curtailing 
the text, in the Preface or any where elfe. On the con- 
trary, to ftifle any appearance of imperfection that way, 
they have altered the titles of feveral of the pieces. ‘Thus 
the Ta-hio, the Tchong-yong, and the Yur-/u, are in the 
contents to their 3d Volume called the fief, fecond and 
third claffical books. The words of the fecond Order, being 
omitted, that the unexperienced reader might not perceive 
they had left out all the books of the firft Order, as well as 
three of the fecond. 

In like manner, in the Contents to the 4th Volume, 
inftead of {pecifying the feveral Travels of P. Ger bILLon 
into Tartary, as is done in the Original ; they have put 
only Travels into Tartary, doubtlefs to conceal their hav- 
ing omitted 6 of his Journals, as well as thofe of P. 
VerB:est; and whereas the lait of the two Journals 





lection of Imperial edicts, inftruétions of the Emperors, 
and difcourfes of Chinefe Minilters; inferted on purpofe 
to give ‘the better infight into the nature of the Chinele| 
Laws and Government, which is fo excellent in its Con- 
ftitution, and deferves fo well to be underftood by all o

They have indeed taken in moft of the articles in the 
third Volunie, and a'l thofe contained in the fourth, 
excepting the Travels of P. VersBirest. But they 
have fufficiently reduced them by curtailing, For in- 
ftance, in the 3d Volume, the latter half of the Chinefe | 
Book, intitled, Charafers or Manners of the Chine/e, is| 
left out,-altho’ they give it as an entire Tran/flition of a’ 
Chinefe Author, Out of the Co/lefion of foort Hiftories, | 
as they call it, containing 220 Examples of moral vertues, 
they have inferted no more than 213 and of the 8 jour 
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peror, into feveral parts of Ta:tary,) which are all 
exceeding Curious, as well as entertaining, they have o- 
mitted fix. 

Among the more effential excluded articles in the two 
laft Volumes, may be reckoned the ‘I'ables at the end for 
explaining the Chinefe and Tartarian words which occur 
in the work without thefe helps the reader will be em- 
baraffed at every flep, and the Hiftory unintelligible in a 
multitude of places, But the moit unpardonable omiffion 
of allis, that of the copious ‘Table at the end of the 4th 

olume, containing the Longitudes and Latitudes deter- 
mined by the Jefuits: which may be {aid to be the refult 
of all their 9 years travels over thofe {pacious countries.

Preface of theirs is a very brief abttraét in 4 pagesof P. pu 
Havpe's, which in Mr. Cave’s Edition takes up three 
Sheets ; and befides an account of the Work contains 
many curious particulars relating to the perfons, time and 
method, employed in making the feveral Maps: which are 
the things they feem to hint at, and very well knew were 
not to be met with any where elle. 

On the whole, I would ask the Gentlemen concerned in 
this commendable Undertaking, if they thought the me- 
thod they have taken with their Author would difpleale 
the publick, why did they make ule of it? if they thought 
it would pleafe them, why fo induftrious to conceal it? 
with what view could fo many artifices be employed, but 
to amufe them, til drawn in to buy the Boolgon a pre- 
{umption that it was a complete Tranflation? but is fuch 
management fair and juftifiable ? or would men of prudence 
facrifice their credit and all future expectations from the 
publick, to a little prefent intereit ? 

To what I have already faid in Jatt thurfday’s Journal 
concerning the Cuts, it may not be ami{s to add fome- 
thing farther here. ‘Chey tll us in their Advertifements, 
that the Work is adarned with large and beautiful Maps of 
the feveral Countries, together with the Plans of the feveral 
Cities, and the following euricyus Plates, —— Of which 
Plates, to grace their Advertisement, they have given a 
formal Catalogue. 

The fevera! particulars in this article are fo many farther 
proofs of a premeditated defign to impofe on the publick ; 
for firlt, by Maps of the feveral Countries, the reader will 
be induced to believe, as thofe words imply, that all the 
Maps in the Original are inferted, or at Jeaft particular Maps 
of the feveral Countries mentioned in. the Advertifement : 
yet,asI obferved in my former, they have inferted no more 
than Mr. D* Anvitce’s general Map of all, which they 
have divided intotwo, This omiflion of the Maps is the 
more inexculable, becaufe P. pu Hatope tells us in his 
Preface, that they make a confiderable and very interefling 
part of bis Work. Befides Mr. D’ Anvite’s Map, is by 
far too fcanty to fupply the place of them. 

In like manner, from fuch exprefs mention of the Plans 
of the jeveral Cities, the reader will expect to meet with 
all that are to be found in the Original; and yet out of 
42 Plans, 38 of them Cities, exhibited in 10 large Plates, 


above one third, &c. p. 2. 1.9. for Chomg-gue, read
